MEXICAN AFFAIRS. 

No treaty has yet been negotiated with 
the Juarez Government of Mexico by Mr. 
McLano, notwithstanding all rumors on the 
subject, nor is there any prospoct that such 
a treaty can bo made with tho Juarez Gov- 
ernment as will be acceptable to our Exe- 
cutive Government, and still less to the 
Senate. Mr. McLane waa instructed to 
provide fur the cession of Lower California, 
and tins was a sine qua non. The Juarez 
Government refused to comply for tho rea- 
son that it has no power under the Consti- 
tution of 1857 to alienate territory, and for 
the further reason that tho Government 
could not stand against the unpopularity 
of such an act. Tho offer for procuring 
compensation for territory did not prevail, 
and there is no other consideration upon 
which this Government will agree to a lib- 
oral compensation. Mexico has no motive 
therefore, to make commercial concessions. 
Again, it lias been proposed by the Juarez 
Government that tho United States should 
guaranty the maintenance of its power. — 
But this is not agreed to. The President 
expresses, however, a determination to fa- 
vor tho Juarez Government as much as 
possiblo, and does not regret its recognition. 
Whatever outrages may be committed on 
American interests in the interior of Mexi- 
co, he will not interfere without the au- 
thority of the war making power. 

Tho British Government evidently de- 
sires and cxpeets that tho United .States 
should take Mexico in hand, and entail 
tranquility and order by a forcible occupa- 
tion of the country. This is much to be 
desired by tho interests of civilization, but 
our political jealousies and dissensions will 
not permit it. Foreign statesmen arc 
amazed at our neglect of tho present oppor- 
tunity to aggrandize the Republic, by ad- 
vancing its commerce, resources and power.

Mission- to Columbia.— On Monday, a 
public meeting of the supporters of Chris- 
tian missions was held in tho Hope Hall, 
Hope-street, to hear an appeal by the Bish- 
op of Columbia fur funds to originate a 
mission to that colony. Tho Venerable 
Archdeacon Jones presided. Tho pro- 
proceedings having been opened with 
with prayer, the circumstances, prospects 
and wants of British Columbia were de- 
scribed at length by tho Bishop, who 
stated that it was likely, from tho impor- 
tance of its geographical position and its 
many other natural advantages, soon to be- 
come one of the most important of our col- 
onies, and concluded by urging tho impor- 
tance of sowing the seeds of truth and grace 
and planting there the institutions of 
Christ'n Church, that as the country grew, 
all that was holy, sacred and blessed might 
grow with its growth and prosper with its 
prosperity. The amount required to ori- 
ginate the mission was stated by his lord- 
ship to be £10,000 and an annual subscrip- 
tion of £2000 would he required for its 
support for some years to como. On tho 
motion of the Rov. Mr. Burton, seconded 
by Mr. Redhead, a resolution was adopted 
expressing sympathy with the Bishop in 
the arduous -work to which lie had been 
called, and assuring him of the willing sup- 
port and co-operation of the meeting. Tho 
Rev. Mr. Burton, in proposing tho resolu- 
tion, stated that at a meeting held in the 
Town Hall that afternoon £200 was Pub- 
scribed in aid of the ob/eet. — A collection 
was then made, -and the proceedings shortly 
afterwards terminated. — Liverpool Mercury 
My 2. 

Taxation to Pat National Debts. — Rus- 
sia is tho least indebted of nil tho great 
States except one, and sho is tho least of 
any, compared to her population. In Eng- 
land, for example the debt is equal to 7LS 
francs for each inhabitant; in Franco 210 
francs; in Austria, 107 francs; in Prussia, 
55 francs ; and in Russia, only 35 francs. 
Tho sums employed annually by each S'.ato 
in payment of interest and in sinking funds 
is 71?,, 750,000 francs in England ; 511,225- 
000 francs in Franco ; 343,200,000 francs 
in Austria ; 150,000,000 francs in Russia ; 
and 47,000,000 in Prussia. Hero again is 
Russia the least but one, and according to 
population, tho lowest — in England each in- 
habitant paying 27 francs; in Franco 14 
francs: in Austria 9 francs; in Prussia 2 
francs 80 centimes, and in Russia only 2 
francs 50 centimes. Finally whilst in Eng- 
land the public debt absurds 43 per cent, 
of tho whole budget, it only takes 30 per 
cent in Austria and France, in Russia only 
12, and in Prussia 11.

Wc wcro always under tho impression ' 
that the duties of un Attorney -< General were 
other than issuing patonts to public lands. 
Bui it appoars that tho recognized usages 
of other countries, which have the charac- 
ter of doing the public business well, aro 
no| considered suited In British Columbia, 
lint tin Atturiii-y-Guiierud .m-lit to know 
the best way titles should be issued, and wo 
presume he does, though we are so obtuso 
th.at we fail to perceive it. Wo have ofton 
taken out patonts for lands in other por- 
tions of British America, but never know 
an Attorney-General to issue them; and 
what is more never saw lands sold byonopro- 
vinco and tho titles issued in another. Ad- 
vising bonds of departments is ouo thin;::, 
but; performing duties which do not apper- 
tain to tho judiciary is quito another. Bui 
as tho ago is progressive, and groat versa- 
tility of character not now one, inn i, it is 

possible that we arc sotting a model exam- 
ple in doing business without system, but 
perhaps not without fees. Our old fash- 
ioned notions are perhaps too conservative, 
and too well calculated to place a cheek on 
tho departments to suit such fast cue Ulric- 
as these; but wo will offer them, and pos- 
sibly hereafter, when absenteeism ceases 
and British Columbia finds men who will 
:\<.:t honestly by her, a modification of the 
system may be adopted. Wo will supposoa 
small Colony like British Columbia, with 
the heads of departments where they ought 
to bo, ut tho ''Capital." A party wants a 
pieco of land, he shows tho claim to tho 
Surveyor-General, who notes it, and ;ives 
the applicant a description with the prieo.

ANOTHER SAN JUAN AFFAIR. 

Vincent Jourdan and three other [talian 
fishornian belonging to Victoria returned 
yesterday from San Juan, reporting that 
they had been forced to leave the fishing 
ground between San Juan and hope/., by a 
party armed with a riflo. The inquiry was 
first made whoro they came IV. on ? On re- 
plying Victoria, they were told that none 
but Americans wore allowed to fish in thoso 
waters, and they woro ordorod off. Two 
days ago they were threatened with force 
if they did not leave another point where 
they were fishing. It is certainly matter 
for regret that anything should occur to re- 
vive ill fooling ; or that an unwarrantable 
assumption of tho exclusive right to fish 
there should bo made by Americans, It is 
hoped that the act of the parties in question 
is wholly unauthorized by the United States 
authorities on tho Island, and that it pro- 
ceeds from individual covotousnoss. but 
even in that case, it is a question which de- 
serves tho immediate attention of tho gov- 
ernment. So long as the sovereignty is 
joint and not exclusive, British fishermen 
arc as justly entitled to take fish jthere as 
Americans. To attempt to justify the man- 
ner in which on;' fishermen have been 
treated is impossible, and for that reason 
wo arc inclined to think it has been done 
without tho knowledge or consent of the 
United States' authorities. 

fi©'" Lieut. Mullah has received an ex- 
press from Fort Benton, says the Dalles 
Journal of the 2d inst., with the pleasing 
intelligence that his long cherished antici- 
pations havo been fully realized by tho 
arrival at that point of tho steamer Chip- 
pewa, direct from St. Louis, laden with two 
hundred and eighty tons of freight. This is 
no unimportant incident even in this era of 
eventful transactions; for by it, 800 miles of 
steam navigation have been added to that of 
the Missouri, making a distance now open 
to steamers from St. Louis, in this direction 
of 3000 miles on tho eastern slope of the 
continent. On this side we have steam — 
on the Columbia in the same lino as far as 
tho mouth of Snake River, leaving only a 
distance of land travel of 000 miles over 
vhich Lieut. Mullan is now building a 
wagon road with all the characteristic 
thorouhgncss of his nature. The next mat- 
ter tr, bo determined, is the length of time 
each year that the steamboats can reach 
Fort Benton.

Cave.— Dr. D. L. Talbot in the Fort Wayne 
Times says : —"Wyandotte Cave, one of tho 
most extensive and remarkable in the 
world, is in Crawford county, Indiana, 
about twenty-live miles below .NewAlhany, 
on ISlue River. The Mammoth Cove of 
Kentucky has hitherto been designated as 
the greatest known cave in the world. It 
may startle your scientific readers to hear 
me assert the fact, that there is one stalag- 
mite alone in Wyandotte Cave more mas- 
sive than all the stalagmites and stalacitcs 
in the Mammoth Cave put together. This 
cave I havo surveyed a distance of twenty 
miles in length, and there are numerous av- 
cnuos. 1 have never penetrated to the 
end, although 1 have visited the cave for 
scientific and other purposes, over a dozen 
different times — spending on one visit four 
days and nights within its darksome halls. 
Tho Mammoth Cave is distinguished more 
for its Vastnoss and its beauty ; the Wyan- 
dotte for its great extent, its mammoth hall, 
its lofty ceilings, reaching frequently to 
tho height of 2G7 feel, and especially lor 

its numerous and beautiful natural foun- 
tains, which all mosf continually meet the 
eve in every direction."
